Tbe m aking of pbospborus is an 
industry likely to be revolutionized 
by the electiio furnace. 
This su b ­ 
stance bas been obtained from bones, 
but it is now possible to extract it 
from natural phosphates, aod some 
experim ents 
have been made with 
phosphorite and apatite. 
Q uite re ­ 
cently sufficient w avellite—a rather 
rare alum inum pho sph ate—bas been 
discovered near H oily Springs, Pa., 
to justify m ining for pbospborus ore. 
Tbe work was began several years 
ago, and in 1005 tbe m ine produced 
400 tons of ore, which was reduced in 
the operating com pany’s own furnaces. 
The armual production of phosphorus 
bas been variously estim ated at 1000 
to 3000 tons tor tbe world. 
The chief 
factory is at O ldbury, E ngland, but 
there are-large ones at Lyons, France, 
and at Uriesbeim 
and 
F ran k fo tt, 
Germany, 
with 
one sm all one in 
Sweden and others in Knssia. 
Tbe “ m ale” 
and 
“ fem ale” salt 
th at are mixed for use by natives near 
the A tbara Kiver, in tbe Sudan, have 
been given a scientific explanation by 
a cbem ist of K hartum . 
The “ m ale” 
salt is made unlit for table use by a 
large proportion of sodium sulphate 
(G lauber’s salt), and th e “ fem ale” 
salt bas mucb calcium chloride, but 
when tbe 
two are mixed tbe two 
im purities form calcium sulphate and 
increase tbe scdium chloride. 
The 
calcium sulphate 
can be separated 
out by boiling. 
Evidence of a m ind in all anim als, 
even the lowest, 
is found by F. W. 
Headley. 
Tbe amoeba exercises tbe 
power of choice wben it eats, and tbe 
tree-like 
colony 
of one-celled in ­ 
fusorians called zootbam nium after a 
tim e ceases to be agitated by jars 
repeated at intervals, showing th at it 
m ast remember th at a ja r is harmless. 
A variety ot wax from tbo Kapbia 
Kuffia, a Madagascar plant, bas been 
recommended as a cbeap substitute 
tor beeswax, as it can be obtained in 
considerable q uantities, 
tbe plant 
yielding ab o at ten per cent ot it as a 
secondary product íd tbe m anufacture 
of Kapbia fibers. 
The Dew wax bas 
been examined by M. A. H aller ot 
Paris. 
He reports it to 
be light 
brown in color, 
becoming pinkish 
wben distilled, and to be alm ost in ­ 
soluble in 
cold 
alcohol, benzine, 
chloroform and other organic solvents, 
b at most 
easily 
dissolved in hot 
benzine, 
i t seems to have tbe com ­ 
position of luzernoi, a wax found by 
M. E tard in tbe leaves ot wheat and 
other grains, 
though it differs in 
having a m elting p oin t of 17(1 degrees 
F. instead of 169 degrees. 
Before tbe recent Scotia Expedition, 
nine species of birds bad been found 
within the 
A ntarctic Circle. 
The 
new collection bas been investigated, 
and Mr Eagle C larke reports that it 
add3 to tb e 
list four species—tbe 
Arctic tern, tbe blue petrel the sh o rt­ 
winged petrel, 
and H u tto n ’s sooty 
albatross. 
While 
the 
petrels and 
their relatives are doubtless drawn 
so far south by 
tbe extraordinary 
abundance ot tbe food near tbe ioe- 
barrier, it is thought to be most re ­ 
m arkable that tbe A rctic tern, after 
breeding in tbe north, should make 
tbe long journey to tbe opposite pole.

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H enry Daniels, a well known resi­ 
dent ot Nashville, was shot and almost 
instantly killed by 'Ted Penter last 
Saturday night. Daniels went to Fen- 
t e i ’a cabin about balf-past eight and 
said, “ Ted, you son of a b 
, oome 
out, I want to see y o u .” Thera was no 
reply, and D aniels proceeded to kick 
down the door. 
He broke tbe door 
open, stepped 
inside, still calling 
Penter vile names; there was a shot, 
and D aniels reeled out of tbe door 
and died about 75 feet from the bouse. 
P en ter rem ained in the hcuse, and 
was arrested by sheriff Cook a few 
boars later. 
Penter and D aniels have been p a rt­ 
ners in taking care of or leasing some 
property at N ashville owned by J. C. 
lieald. 
Daniels is a half-blood I n ­ 
dian, tbe son of Stephen K. Daniels, 
who married an Indian woman at 
Nashville years ago aDd left a large 
family. 
His ago was about 32, and 
be was one of tbe most powerful men 
in tbe county, bis height being over 
six feet and h is weight more than 200 
pounds w ithout superfluous flesh. He 
a miner, and was assisted in winniDg 
many dnlilD g contests. 
P enter is an 
older man, and not a match for tbe 
other in physique. 
He is registered 
as Edward Penter. 


These men went to El Dorado in Mr 
tleaid ’s buggy a few days before tbe 
shooting. 
Both became intoxicated 
before they started home. On the way 
Daniels lost bis bat, and tbere being 
some dispute 
about whether 
they 
should go back to find it, Daniels 
threw P enter out of the buggy and 
went back to search for tbe bat. 
He 
upset the buggy, and caused soma 
damage to it whiob be bad repaired 
afterwards at Diamond Springe. L ater 
on J. C. Haald arrived, and noted tbe 
repairs, blaming tbe men somewhat 
for carelessness. 
After tb at Daniels 
quarreled with P en ter about tbe acci­ 
dent, accusing him of telling Heald 
th at Daniels had broken the buggy, 
and Penter denying th at he was m ak­ 
ing snob reports toJHeald. 
I t is said 
tbat during 
tb is 
disputo 
Daniels 
struck Penter. 
At any rate on S a tu r­ 
day Daniels was at a saloon at tbe Bay 
State mine, between Pfym outh and 
Nashville, and became intoxicated. 
He then came over to P ad illa’s place, 
a mile or so tbe other side of Nash­ 
ville, on tbe read toEI Dorado, where 
tbe found Penter. 
They drank wine. 
andD auiels again abused Penter about 
tbe baggy, struck him and diagged 
bim about. 


P enter left P ad illa's, went to N ash­ 
ville and got a rifle and revolver, 
saying th a t be would kill Daniels 
tbe latter molested bim. 
He then 
went to bis cabin, near the school- 
house, on tbe edge 
of 
Nashville. 
Daniels beard tb at P enter was making 
threats, and started to And bim. Two 
of his friends, Ed H art and John Var- 
ozza, tried to persnade bim to desist. 
He refused to stop, and they followed 
bim. 
They beaid bim call P enter at 
tbe cabin, and noticed tbe la tte r’s 
light go out. They heard D aniels kick 
tbe door down, then beard tbe shot. 
They saw him come out of the cabiD, 
and wben they reached bim and struck 
a match be was gasping in tbe last 
agonies. 
A 45-caliber pistol ball bad 
entered tbe left arm, ju st below tbe 
point of tbe shoulder, and bad em ­ 
erged near tbe rig ht arm pit, passing 
entirely through tbe chest iu the r e ­ 
gion of tbe heart. D aniels was bleed­ 
ing at both m outb and nose wben they 
found bim. 
They left the body where it was.and 
telephoned for tbe officers. Wben tbe 
officers,sheriff Cook and deputyH and, 
arrived they found a group of people 
on tbe hillside 
awaiting 
develop 
ments. They bad kept away from r e n ­ 
te r ’s cabin, 
fearing tb a t be would 
shoot u nder tbe supposition tb at be 
was attacked. The officers went to the 
cabin and bailed P enter, wbo made no 
resistance as soon as be beard tney 
were officers, and they brought him 
to FJacerville. 
P enter is from Amador county, his 
people living just below Plym outn 
years ago. 
Daniels leaves a wife and 
live children. 
The coroner’s jury beard the te s ti­ 
mony of H art and Varozza, and re n ­ 
dered a verdict tb at P enter shot and 
killed the deceased in self-defense. 
Tbe jnrors wore William Sbaw, D. G. 
W’ickbam, G. G. Celio, Oliver H art 
O. B. Peaseley, Wm. J. H art, 
Thos. 
J. H iggins,D avid C. Polkinhorne aud 
Jam es H. F rank lin . 
L ike 
tbe 
Georgetown case, tbis 
trouble arises out of intoxicating liq ­ 
uors. There will probably be no trial, 
as it seems clear th a t Penter was ju s t­ 
ified in shooting under tbe circum ­ 
stances. 
No arm s were 
found on 
Daniels or about tbe premises, and be 
never was in tbe habit ot going armed 
as be relied on bis great strength and 
activity to carry him 
through bis 
quarrels. 
It is supposed tbat be in 
tended, in bis drun ken fury, to beat 
P enter again for having threatened 
to shoot him. 
Tbe d istrict attorney, on exam in­ 
ing tbe premises tbo next day, found 
tbe bullet which had passed through 
D aniels’ body lying on the floor of the 
house, so the evidence seems conclu­ 
sive th at be was shot inside, after 
breaking the door down to reach P en­ 
ter. 
Penter was discharged from custody 
Wednesday m orning.—E l Dorado Ke- 
pnblican.

Swifly came the wicked reto rt “ D eja” 
—already? 
Of different complexion but equally 
exemplifying tbe soul of wit was tbe 
reply, which has been attrib u ted to 
various painters to a questioner wbo 
wished to 
know 
the vehicle with 
which the painter mixed bis colors 
Dr. John Brown tells the story of 
Opie. 
“ Pray, Mr Upie, may 1 ask 
what you 
mix your colors w ith?” 
said a brisk d ilettan te stud ent to the 
great painter. 
With orain, s ir ,” was 
tbe grntt reply—and the right o ne.” 
Single-word replies, 
more or less

The wit of more tiian one of Dr.

are too fam iliar to be quoted. 
J o h n ­ 
son came down like a sledge-hammer 
on Scotland 
aud 
things Scottish. 
Less fam iliar, perhaps, is the retort 
in wbiob a 
Scotsman scored. 
An 
Englishm an in Scotland was abasing 
tbe country, com plaining of tbe state 
f tbe larder and wondering where be 
ould get less to eat. 
could tell ye a place whaur yo 
wad ge less,” said a Scot, who was 
listeniug to the 
tirade. 
“ W here’s 
tb a t? ” a3ked tbe other. 
“ Ob, ju st wbaur an E n glish m an ’s 
been !” said tbe Scotsman dryly. 
Brevity as tbe soul of wit is e x ­ 
emplified in many popular sayings. 
Wit is 
by no means an inevitabe 
ingredient in 
proverbs. 
Many of 
them are ot doubtful sense, and some 
are foolish, yet tbere is a certain 
spice. 
The definition of proverbs by 
Howell as “ Sayings which combine 
sense, shortness and sa lt,” 
is 
íd tbe 
main tine. 
Though tru th may be 
altogether absent and wit barely p e r­ 
ceptible, yet tbere must be a certain 
s a lt,” which gives life and savor to 
tbe saying. 
I t would be diffioult to find sayings 
more telling than some of^the shortest 
—such, for instance, as “ forewarned, 
forearm ed.” “ Extrem es m e e t,” or the 
ancient “ inter malleum et incu ben ” 
(Between tbe ham m er and tbe anvil). 
Many sayings which in E nglish are 
short 
were 
briefer 
still in their 
original classical form. 
T bat tbe soul of wit was exemplified 
most strik ing ly among the Greeks is 
only wbat we should expect. 
I t is ouiious to rem ember tb at our 
word “ laconic” preserves tbe memory 
of tbe repntation for conciseness of 
speeoh borne by the people of one 
part ot G reece—the 
Laconians 
or 
Spartans. 
Wben P h ilip of Macedón 
threatened them. “ If 1 enter Laconia 
1 will level your city to tbe d u s t,” 
they made the famous reply, “ I f . ” 


Nothing Mean About Him,

in none of tbe ancient languages, 
nor in those of modern tim es aside 
from tbe English, is there a word ex­ 
pressing tbe ideas and associations 
which are aroused at the sound of the 
sim ple’ yet 
heart 
reaching 
word 
“ h o m e.” Even tbe Greeks,whose la n ­ 
guage was the most forceful, expres­ 
sive and flexible of all spoken speech, 
bad no 
word which 
conveyed the 
meaning understood by us wben borne 
is m entioned. 
Their word, and also 
tbe L atin word, simply meaDs a house 
or domicile, a place to stay or sleep, 
but the indefinable som ething or com ­ 
bination of things wbioh instantly oc­ 
cur to an Englishm an or American 
wben 
“ hom e” is 
m entioned 
were 
wholly unknow n to these ancient peo­ 
ple. 
The G erman “ h eim ” is too gen­ 
eral to have any particular value, and 
their “ haus” refers to a bnilding of 
some kind or other. The same is true 
of tbe Italian and Spanish “ casa, 
and the Russian “ d o m a,” as well as 
the corresponding words in other la n ­ 
guages of modern Europe. A French­ 
man once translated C ardinal N ew ­ 
m an’s bym n, “ Lead, kindly lig h t,” 
and in bis hands tbe beautiful line, 
“ Tbe night is dark and 1 am far from 
ho m e,” became “ L a n u it est sombre 
et Je sn'is loin de mon fo y er,” tbe 
tiansiato r having’been obliged to use 
for “ hom e” the French word which 
describes the green-room of a theater. 


Wben an American farmer, after a 
protracted absence, starts to return 
“ ho m e,” he does n ot th in k of it as 
sim ply a domioile, a plaoe to stop 
at. The word means to bim far more. 
His affections, 
bis aspirations, bis 
whole beiog are touched and wiought 
upon by the visions iu a whole pan 
oram a, tbe farm and its adjuncts, tbe 
tbe lowing cattle, tbe barking dogs, 
tbe cackling chickens, all tbe sights 
and sounds made fam iliar to bim by 
long association. 
In tbe center of it 
all is a Ugure called “ m o th er,” w ith­ 
out wbioh “ borne” in tbe real sense 
cannot exist. 
It is because of tbe 
peculiar regard bestowed upon woman 
among tbe. English-speaking people, 
the estim ation in wbicb she is held, 
tbe deep respect and alm ost reverence 
felt for her tb at “ hom e” as we know 
it becomes possible. 
I t is impossible 
among any people wbo look on woman 
as an inferior, a drudge, a mere con­ 
venience,' a chattel. 
No polygamous 
people, of course, can bave any con­ 
ception of “ borne” in its best sense. 
The languages in which the Bible was 
originally written, the Tlebrew, tbe 
Aramaic, tbe Greek, tbe A iabic, tbe 
Assyrian and Egyptian, bad no word 
m eaning “ borne,’’because tbe writers 
and to e pooplo written ahnnfc hart n o 
conception of its meaning. 
Women 
were 
degraded, 
little 
better than 
slaves or mere breeders; tbey were 
bought aud sold like cattle, never 
consulted in business affairs, were in 
no sense tru e wives. 
In tb is great fact of “ borne” lies 
tbe superiority of the 
people wbo 
enjoy it and know fa ll well wbat bit 
means. 
I t is the center, the unit, tbe 
hub 
around 
which everything re ­ 
volves, from 
whiob 
everything of 
national good flows. Tbere can be no 
great people, no great nation w ithout 
its 
inspiration. 
‘Home, 
Sweet 
H o m e,” tbe song wbicb so touches 
tbe universal heart of this country, 
could n o t bave been w ritten in any 
lan guage except English, would bave 
been im possible to a Greek, Latin» 
F re n c h or Spanisb poet. 
“ Tbe Old 
Folks at Borne” is meaningless except 
to tbe 
people 
of happy America. 
Search 
tbe poetry of tbo anoient 
world, tb e songs and psalms of tbe 
Hebrews, the icily regular lyrics of 
the Greeks, tb e graoefnl pentam eters 
of 
tbe 
Romans, 
tb e 
ricocheting 
iambics of the breach , tbe ponderous 
periods of tbe Germans, and you will 
tiud 
nothing 
eqnal to tbe simple 
melodies wbicb convey to an A m eri­ 
can audience tbe full significance of 
tbe endearing memories tb at cluster 
around the word “ h o m e.”

C n rtis Lane, freight conductor on 
tbe Louisville and Nashville railroad, 
left to-nigbt

34 years ago, bis disappearance, and 
tbe banging of the famous woman 
outlaw. P in k Plum ber, for bis murder, 
tbe re-marriage of tbe wife, and the 
disoovery of the first husband last

agam , 
and now a 
wealthy citizen of Zeigler. 
Wben Lane disappeared tbe family 
lived a t Earlington, Ky. 
Tbe lath er 
in 1873 went to Paducah to buy some 
articles for tbe tam liy, wbiob were in 
due tim e received, but tbe father did 
not return. 
H undreds of dollars were 
spent in a searcb tb a t followed. 
Two years later P in k Plum ber, on 
the scaffold at Padncab, confessed to 
the killiDg of three meD, one of whom 
was accepted to have been Lawson 
Lane.

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Hampering Gravel Mining. 


Much com plaint is being made on j 
account of 
the 
ham pering of the 
operations of 
small 
gravel m ine9, 
such as we hare in Amador and our 
neighboring counties, by the bangiug- 
Hre oolicy of the debris com m iss­ 
ioners in granting perm its to hy drau­ 
lic w ithout the building of restrain­ 
ing dams. 
One interested iu miuiug 
in the northern part of the county 
writes us as follows: 
‘in your astonishm ent at the falling 
olf ot 
the juvenile population on 
account ot loggiDg and so forth, you 
fotget th at iu our part of the county 
all hydraulic m ining is stopped, uo 
m atter whether the debris doos any 
barm or not. 
Xhe traveling agent for 
the debris commission told U9 b e did 
not think we were doing any harm , 
but it be allowed us to pipe others 
would want to pipe also. 
We have 
been trying to get the benefit of tbe 
G iilett 
bill 
you 
published 
some 
m onths ago. 
We have w ritten to tbe 
debris commission th at we oan prove 
by their own agent th a t they sent out 
th a t we 
were doing no harm , and 
were entitled to pipe w ithout a dam, 
. but we can get no satisfaction. 
They 
would not let a m iner ground sluice 
if they oonld help it. 
Xf the traveling 
agent of tbe debris commission cau 
stop a m iner from piping they seem 
to th in k they have done good service. 
i t is a fact that such gravel m ining 
as is required 
in Amador 
county 
would do no possible harm to navig­ 
able streams. 
The debris does not 
reach navigable streams in most cases. 
And tbe q u an tity of d etritus would 
n ot injure the lowlands anyway. 
The 
arnouDt 
of sedim ent carried down 
du rin g a freshet is no d oubt equal to 
tbe total debris from gravel claims 
for an 
entire season’s operation^. 
Xf tbe law recently passed, perm itting 
such mines to operate w ithout re ­ 
straining dams is in force, why is it 
th a t the minera are Dot getting tbe 
benefit of it. 
These sm all mines can ­ 
not afford the expense of im pounding 
dams. 
T his restriction means p er­ 
petual idleness, and the consequent 
loss of the precious metal which they 
contain. 
B ut with the no-dam p ro ­ 
vision in vogue, 
many a mine would 
start up, and add m aterially to the 
wealth of tbe oounty. 
I t would be 
well if tbe state mineralogist, L. E. 
Aubrey, would take up this question, 
aud force it to an issue. 
Xt is cer­ 
tain ly in his line ot business. 
Xle 
would render immense service to tbe 
sm all gravel mine owners by pushiDg 
this m atter to tbe front, and have 
handicap of im pounding dams rem ov­ 
ed from mines so situated, th a t tbe 
tailings therefrom do n ot tignre as a 
menace or d etrim en t to either the 
farm ers or th e rivers. 


Motive a Material Factor 


Xn discussing the graft prosecution 
a num ber of our exchanges coincide 
with tbe statem eut made by tbe San 
Francisco C hronicle, th at the motive 
behind this graft business cuts no 
bgure. 
W hether the prosecution is 
prom pted by personal and unworthy 
motives, 
or 
whether 
actuated 
by 
public aud p atriotic im pulses makes 
n ot 
the 
slightest 
difference, 
and 
should not be inquired iuto. 
We en ­ 
tirely 
differ from this view. 
We 
adm it that the main issue with which 
the people are concerned is whether 
the accuaed are guilty of the crimes 
alleged. 
I t is the d istrict atto rn ey ’s 
du ty to prosecute, if he is satisfied 
th a t tbe grnftiug has been carried on 
as charged, even though he had know ­ 
ledge th at the m oving spirits were 
prom pted by the basest motives ot 
presonal anim osity and possibly in ­ 
dividual gain. 
But ad m itting this, 
the question of motive 
should 
be 
scrutinized most thoroughly. 
A cor­ 
ru p t motive is very apt to impel a 
man to make accusation which cannot 
be sustained by the facts. 
Nothing 
more clouds one’s judgm ent in runh 
m atters than personal malice. 
This 
will load him to try to use the m a­ 
chinery of the courts to carry out his 
unw orthy aim s. 
Such tbiDgs have 
been done before. 
Instances m ight be 
cited from the bistory of this county, 
and probably every other county in 
the state, of the courts being made 
the vehicles for the ventilation of p er­ 
sonal spite. 
Things totally lacking 
in auy of the essential elem ents of 
crime, are magnified and twisted to 
bring them w ithin the purview of the 
penal code.

l e u thousand postal cards showiug 
a num ber of Am ador couuty scenes 
aud buildiugs, are bemg p rinted for 
distribu tio n at tbe meeting of tbe 
N ational 
Educational 
association, 
which meets in Los Angeles early 
□ext month. 
Visitors from almost 
every state and territo ry in tbe union 
will be present at th at gathering, and 
it was thought it would be an excell­ 
ent o pp ortunity to do som ething to ­ 
ward drawing atten tio n to this favor­ 
ed section. 
This is n ot an elaborate 
effort, but it is 
a begiuuiug, and 
should be 
followed 
up 
with other, 
aud more extensive illustrated lite ra ­ 
ture. 
I.'be method 
adopted iu tbe 
southern part of the state to a ttra c t 
population has been sim ply persistent 
advertising. 
T hat section has forged 
ahead more rapidly than any other 
part of California, because it has been 
system atically 
and presistently a d ­ 
vertised. T h at is the whole secret. 
It can no t lay claim to distinctive 
advantages, in clim ate or resources, 
or o pp ortunities to make a livelihood. 
Amador cau meet it at par in ail of 
these respects, and claim others that 
do not belong to southern counties. 
The scattering of a few thousand 
postal cards is a beginning, and only 
a beginning. 
It m ust be followed up 
with otber plans of advertising, oth e r­ 
wise tbe result 
is apt to be d is­ 
appointing. 
Xhe county bas agreed through tbe 
board of supervisors,—to 
bear some 
of tbe 
expense incurred 
by these 
postals. 
'This is strictly w ithin its 
legal powers. 
Indeed, the board is 
allowed by law to spend a far greater 
am ount for tbe purpose of attracting 
im m igration every year than the total 
cost involved iu p rin tin g these e n ­ 
graved oards. 
The L edger has never 
advocated an appeal to th e oonnty 
treasury for thi3 purpose. 
I t believes 
it is far better to back a movement of 
this kind by the raDk and file—tbe 
business men and p ro p erty holders 
generally. 


H arry O rchard, th e star witness for 
the prosecution in the trial of H ay­

with doubt, it Haywood is to have a 
ghost of a show to avoid responsibility 
for the crim e—is whether Orchard was 
the

Tbe attention of all persons who 
inhabit or frequent tbe forested areas 
of California is called to the follow­ 
ing abstract of the forest laws. 
Stats. 1907, makes it a misdemeanor 
punishable by a line of not less than 
twenty-five nor more than five hun­ 
dred dollars to oommit any of tbe 
following acts: 
1. 
To set fire, or cause or procure 
fire to be set to any material being or 
growing on lands not the property of 
tho person who sots such fire without 
the permission of the owner of the 
land, except that camp fires may be 
built ou unenclosed 
landso if the 
owner has not forbidden such build­ 
ing in any way and, provided the 
builder totally extinguishes the fire 
before leaving it. 
2. 
To allow fires lawfully set to 
escape frum the control of the person 
having charge thereof or to spread to 
tbe lands of another. 
3. 
To build a fire anywhere (excep­ 
ting camp fires, and fires set to facili­ 
tate redwood logging) during a -dry 
season without first obtaining written 
permission fiom a fire warden. 
4. 
To use any engine or boiler ex­ 
cept such us use oil as fuel near any 
iorest, brush or grass land unless such 
engines or boilers are provided with 
adequate 
devices 
to 
prevent 
the 
escape of fire from any part. 
5. 
To iefuse to obey the summons 
of any fire warden to aid in extin­ 
guishing fires.

It is called by the 
natives a sclndicat.” 
The syndicate’s task was to take in 
the old G per cent bonds issued during 
the war, many of which had drifted to 
Europe, where they were held by the' 
thrifty peasantry, who had purchased 
them at paper money prices, and to 
sell the 5 per cent bonds in their stead. 
It was a complicated work, calling for 
complete control of the markets at 
home and abroad. Though the opera­ 
tion had to run the gantlet of savage 
attacks by opposition politicians and 
editors, it was instantly successful. 
Indeed, two syndicates were formed, 
one in London through the new house 
of Jay Cooke, McCulloch & Co. and the 
other by Jay Cooke’s firms in America. 
The banker was warmly congratulated 
on the successful management of the 
syndicate by President G rant and his 
friends of every rank, and it was be­ 
lieved that the achievement would im­ 
mensely promote the success of the 
Northern Pacific railroad, especially 
when it was announced that the 
Cookes had made an alliance with the 
Rothschilds for future funding opera­ 
tions.—Dr. Oberholtzer in Century.

M ethod o f M arking M eat In the G reat 
B eef M arkets. 
There are about fifty men in the me­ 
tropolis, says the New York Sun, who 
know how to make meat skewers keep 
a record of their business transactions. 
These men are the representatives of 
the Chicago packers, who sell thou­ 
sands of quarters of beef every day to 
butchers. 
The work of these men is accom­ 
plished with great rapidity. Frequent­ 
ly they are making sale to a dozen 
butchers at the same time, and to re­ 
cord these sales in a book would not 
only consume a lot of time, but would 
be difficult, as all quarters of beef look 
alike. 
As soon as a sale is made the sales­ 
man sticks skewers into the quarter 
selected by the butcher. The skewers 
are placed In such a way that each 
butcher’s purchases are easily picked 
out when the time comes for deliver­ 
ing them. 
As some of the salesmen have as 
many as a hundred customers In a 
iiay, it is evident that as many combina­ 
tions of the skewers have to be form­ 
ed. 
In nrf^case are more than three 
skeweis used on a piece of beef. 
In one big icebox there are twenty 
rows of quarters, with forty quarters 
In each row. 
In each piece of beef 
were skewers, placed at various angles, 
straight up, two of them crossed and 
in every’ conceivable combination. 
“I know by these skewers whom each 
piece belongs to,” said the salesman. 
“Every beef house salesman has his 
own signs. 
“This method of marking the meat 
serves several purposes In addition to 
that of saving time. A salesman from 
another house could not come in here 
and find out w hat my customers have 
bought by looking at the skewers, 
which would be easy enough if the 
meat had their names on. 
"Neither can one butcher find out 
what quality of beef another Is buy­ 
ing. 
I could make a thousand signs 
without using more than three skewers 
on any one piece of meat.” 


A GOOD SADDLE. 


E xcep t In th e 8ou th and W est, M ost 
R iders T ak e W hat Is Offered. 
A well known horseman in speaking 
of the sport of riding in the United 
States recently said: 
“Although there are a number of 
good riders in this country, very few 
men, except in the west and south, 
seem to know or care much about the 
saddle—that is, the way it is built. 
They simply take what their dealer 
gives them. In England it Is usual for 
riders to have their saddles made to 
order, and they generally know what 
to order too. 
“A good saddle fits both the horse 
and the man. It should be roomy ev­ 
erywhere and especially so in the pan­ 
els If you are heavy. The throat should 
not be so narrow as to cause pain or 
so wide as to wabble. Plain flaps are 
most comfortable and businesslike. A 
felt pad or at least a good saddlecloth 
should always be used, and to give a 
trim appearance It should be cut to the 
outlines of the saddle. 
It should be 
frequently washed and sunned. Stir­ 
rups should be open, wide and heavy, 
so that the feet can be readily freed in 
case of a spill. 
“A proper fitting saddle will stick 
with very loose girths, and you can 
find where It fits by walking the horse 
around a few minutes before mounting 
with the girths unbuckled. The horse 
will shift the saddle to the exact place 
where it Is most comfortable. When 
through with your ride, remove the 
saddle at once and bathe the back with 
cold water, following this, if possible, 
with an alcohol shampoo.”—Cleveland 
Plain Dealer. 
THE SKULL BANJO. 


P robably th e M ost G rew som e M usical 
In strum en t K now n. 
It Is a well known fact that through 
dire necessity the American Indian has 
developed remarkable skiii The old 
stories of how these Indians made 
pottery and earthenware by the aid of 
only the most crude instruments and 
of their methods of burning and carv­ 
ing out the insides of the trunks of 
trees to make canoes are universally 
known. 
But even with all their skill the fact 
that they were a barbarous, uncivilized 
race cannot be evaded, as is shown by 
this grewsome instrum ent In the time 
of the early settlers of this hemisphere 
their acts of cruelty were without prec­ 
edent in the history of the world. 
With these facts in view we can 
easily understand how the “skull ban­ 
jo” came to light. It is known that in 
the small country of Paraguay, in the 
east central part of South America, 
the Indians who inhabited that place 
were more than ordinarily cruel. They 
were constantly engaged in warfare, 
and their primary aim when thus en­ 
gaged was to capture the chief of the 
opposing side. 
When captured, this 
personage was carried to their camp 
and there cruelly murdered, and It 
was from his body that this awe inspir­ 
ing musical instrument was made. 
The Instrument is made as follows: 
The body is decapitated, and the skull 
Is then thoroughly dried. The one who 
Is to perform the feat of making the 
Instrument then cuts the top entirely 
off. Over ttie opening thus made a 
piece of skin taken from the body and 
also thoroughly dried is tightly stretch­ 
ed In the manner of a drum. From the 
back of the skull the two femurs or the 
two bones of the leg which extend 
from the knee to the hij) project. Theso 
bones have been so trimmed that they 
are of uniform thickness throughout 
their entire length. The upper ends of 
these bones are Joined together with 
one of the ribs, also taken from that 
body. 
Then from the forehead of the skull 
to the rib which connects the two fe­ 
murs a number of strings are tightly 
stretched. 
These strings are likewise 
made from the skin of the victim, hav­ 
ing beeu thoroughly dried, stretched 
and rubbed with rosin. 
But this even is not the full extent 
of the grewsomeness of this instru­ 
ment, for the skull is left so that the 
Jaws are movable. 
Therefore with 
each shake of the instrument the jaws 
wag, and with a sharp Jolt of the In­ 
strum ent the teeth come together with 
a snap—New York Herald.

St. Louis, long a center for merry-go- 
round tracks, having at various times 
fostered the East Side, Madison, Sports­ 
man’s park and South Side tracks, has 
had many a weird racing tale unloaded 
upon it.

Making a Dew Pond. 


There is still in England at least 
one wandering gang of men who will 
construct for the modern farm er a 
pond which in auy situation iu a 
sufficiently dry soil will always con­ 
tain water—more in the heat of sum ­ 
mer than during winter rains. 
According to an account given by 
A. J. and G. Hubbard and published 
by Longman’s, this water is not de­ 
rived from springs or rainfall, and is 
speedily lost 
if even the sm allest 
rivulet is allowed to flow into the 
pond. 
. 
J'he gang of dew pond makers com ­ 
mences operations by hollowing out 
the earth for a space far in excess of 
the apparent requirem ents of the pro- 
pused pond. 
They then thickly cover 
the whole of the hollow with a coat­ 
ing of dry straw. 
The straw in its 
turn is covered by a layer of well 
chosen, finely puddled clay and the 
upper surface of the clay is then 
closely strewn with stones. 
¡J Care has to be taken that the m ar­ 
gin of the straw is effectively pro­ 
tected by clay. 
The pond win grad­ 
ually become filled with water, the 
more rapidly the larger it is, even 
though no rain may fall. 
If such n 
structure is situated on the summit 
of a down, during the warmth of a 
summer day the 
earth 
will have 
stored a considerable am ount of beat 
while the pond, protected from this 
beat by the non-conductivity of the 
straw, is at the same tim e chilled by 
the process of evaporation from the 
puddled clay. 
lh e consequence is that during the 
night the m oisture of the com para­ 
tively warm air is condensed on the 
surface of the cold 
clay. 
As the 
condensation during the night is in 
excess of the evaporation during the 
day, the pond becomes right by night 
gradually filled. 
Theoretically, we 
may observe that during the day, the 
air being com paratively charged with 
moisture, evaporation is necessarily 
less than the precipitation during the 
night. 
In practice it is found that 
the pond 
will constantly 
yield a 
supply of the purest water. 
The dew pond will cease to attract 
the dew if the layer of straw should 
get wet, as it then becomes of the 
same tem perature as the surrounding 
earth and ceases to act as a non­ 
conductor of heat. 
This practically 
always occurs if a spring is allowed 
to flow into the pond or if the layer 
of clay, (technically called crust) is 
pierced. 


Lonely Pacific Islands. 


Which is the loneliest, most deso­ 
late and most inaccessible island on 
the face of the globe? 
Many people 
would doubtless plum p for one of the 
Crozets, which were recently brought 
into 
notice 
owing 
to 
the wreck 
thereon of the Norwegian exploring 
ship Catherine, and the subsequent 
rescue of the castaway crew by the 
I'urakina, a B ritish steam er dispatch­ 
ed from Cape Town for that express 
purpose. 
But Hog island, the westernmost of 
the group, and the one whereon the 
wrecked men 
spent most of their 
time, is by no means an undesirable 
place of lesidence, abounding as it 
does, in bares and rabbits, penguins, 
albatrosses and sea elephants. 
Heard island, on the same seas, is 
far more isolated, as well as more 
barren; hut it possesses, as does Hog, 
a shelter hut for castaways, and it is 
visited by whalers occasionally. » So, 
too, is South Georgia, but it is out of 
the track of shipping, anyone unlucky 
enough to be cast away thereon would 
stand a veiy poor chance of ever g ett­ 
ing off alive. 
Bouvet island, in the same seas, ie 
visited even more rarely, and on the 
last occasion when a ship touohed 
there five corpses were found frozen 
on the beach, grim mementos of some 
unrecorded tragedy of the sea. 
Poss­ 
ession island, in its turn, is still 
lonlier and more inhospitable than 
Bouvet. 
But 
probably 
the palm in this 
direction, says the Baltim ore Sun, 
must be asoribed to Dougherty island, 
on which, so far as is known, no land­ 
ing has ever yet been effected. It has 
only been sighted twice in a century 
and is 
officially 
described in the 
B ritish adm iralty sailing directions 
as “ the most remote and isolated spot 
on ea rth .”
